This is actually the hardest thing to do 
physically in a Domino's store, but it is certainly the 
most satisfying to be able to handle. There is a certain 
amount of prestige to he able to say to your peers that 
you handled a 2.5 Pie hour by yourself. Since our whole 
company is built around the 30 minute delivery, there is 
always pressure to be fast. we even have competitions 
sponsored by the compahy to sea who can be the fastest. 

The other kind of rush can only be experienced in a 
high— volume store. This involves people who just answer 
phones, people who just make pies, a person who does notmng 
but oven tend, and drivers. organized chaos. when you do 
several hours in a row of over 100 pizaas, you tax the whole 
system. Pie matters can crank at high speed for just so 
long, before they slow down. There is status for the fastest 
person here, too* And if you want to really wor*t hard, 
oven tend four ovens for a really fast three-man ki&iie line, 
1 will guarantee that you will really run. But there is a 
real satisfaction in doing this well. And f fina it to be 
fun. It certainly beats being dead by a long shot. I have 
done all of these things. I have done tnem *hen we were 
well prewired, which is when it is the most fun. I have 
also been inside when we were woefully understaffed, and 
that brings out the maniac in ma. Whenever the store is 
short-handed , we always pull inside people off the line and 
send them on the road. That mattes the rest of us inside 
work that much faster. The challenge is to pic*, up the slac* 
and make do with 2. people where we had four before* I only 
wish I could let you see inside a shop when sometcLng li«se 
this was going on. If nothing else, you might have a little 
respect for us Dominoids.
